Dismissals Must Be Ap- 
proved by Him, Says 
Governor; HearingToday 


A hearing for L. P. James and 
Marion A. O’Connor, division di- 
rectors of the State Labor Depart- 
ment, whom Labor Commissioner 
Ben T. Huiet discharged last week, 
will be held at 10 o’clock this 
morning, Governor Rivers an- 
nounced last night. . 

The Governor issued a procla- 
mation revealing that the attorney 
general had rendered an epinion 
that neither James nor O’Connor 
could be discharged by the labor 
commissioner without a hearing on 


Rivers summoned both sides to 
appear in his offices and present 
their evidence. 

He said he had received a letter 
from Huiet notifying him of the 
dismissals and that he had also 
received letters from James and 
O’Connor contending they were 
entitled to a hearing. The attorney 
general upheld their contention 
and ruled that they could not be 
discharged without the approval of 
Rivers, 

Meanwhile, Commissioner Huiet 
took definite action to enforce his 
order dismissing James as director 
of the unemployment compensa- 
tion division of the Labor Depart-

Killing of the new chain 
store levy by the senate finance 
committee and passage by the 
house of a bill to abolish the 
post roads division were out- 
standing developments on Cap- 
itol Hill yesterday. 


Governor Rivers warned that 
failure to pass a revenue meas- 


ure before adjournment of the 
legislative session Saturday night 
would result in “sharply reduced 
state services.” 

The measure to abolish the post 
roads division—a creation of the 
administration’s “Little New Deal” 
—was adopted by a vote of 142 to 
29, over opposition of Rivers 
forces. It would combine the unit 
with the highway department. 

The Governor indicated strongly 
that while pay rolls would be 
Slashed to the bone and other 
economies put into effect the situ- 
ation is “pitiful.” 

“I don’t know how to make 
them believe the patient has pneu- 
monia and something must be 
done to stave off eventual death,” 
the Governor said, referring to his 
unanswering appeal for a tax bill. 

The chief executive was not 
discussing the chain store tax. He 
was talking about the failure of 
the general sales tax bill last 
week. The chain store tax, which 
would have increased the maxi- 


'mum levy on chain stores from 


$200 to $750, would have added 
only about $400,000 to the state 
treasury. This bill was not con- 
sidered an administration bill. 

Senator Wallace Harrell, of 
Quitman, chairman of the senate 
finance committee, announced the 
committee action which was taken 
in an executive session. The vote 
was not announced, but it was un- 
derstood that the committee voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of killing 
the bill.

VOTED BY HOUSE 


Bill Will SaveState $500,000 
Yearly, Says Representa- 
tive Carmichael. 


By a vote of 170 to 2, the house 
of representatives yesterday pass- 
ed a bill to create a-separate de- 
partment of the state purchases to 
be supervised by a director with a 
four-year term. The bill was 
transmitted to the senate immedi- 
ately. 

It was sponsored by the Lanier 
economy committee, and Repre- 
sentative James V. Carmichael, of 
Cobb county, vice chairman of that 
committee, said it would save the 
state upwards of $500,000 a year. 

An amendment by Representa- 
tive Randall Evans, of McDuffie 
county, and others to make the di- 
rector’s term only two years was 
defeated by a voice vote. Repre- 
sentative Carmichael] pointed out 
that if an appointment is made at 
the close of this session the direc- 
tor will have a four-year term 
which will stagger with the pe- 
riods usually accorded the Gover- 
nor. 

An appropriation of $30,000 
would be made to support the de- 
partment the first three months of 
operation. At the end of that time 
this money would be repaid to the 
general treasury and thereafter 
the department would operate by 
assessing various state depart- 
ments their pro rata share of the 
cost of purchasing their needs. 

An amendment, adopted unani- 
mously by the house would per- 
mit county boards of education to 
petition the state to purchase sup- 
plies for them.

RALEIGH, N. C., March 13.—

ROLY LAND ‘PEACE 


DRAFTED BY BRITISH 


‘Final Plan’ Believed Pat- 
terned on Proposals Re- 
jected by Jews. 


LONDON, March 13.—(4)—Co- 
lonial Secretary Malcolm MacDon- 
ald conferred informally today 
with Arab leaders while British 
delegates to the Palestine Peace 
Conference put the finishing 
touches on Britain’s “final plan” 
for the future of the Holy Land. 

The government’s proposal, re- 
ported to have received Prime 
Minister Chamberlain’s approval 
during the day, probably will be 
submitted to the Arab and Jewish 
delegations Wednesday or Thurs- 
day after being considered at a 
full cabinet session. 

Full details of the British plan, 
outlined at secret conferences with 
the two delegations, were not made 
public but it was expected in gen- 
eral to follow the original sugges- 
tions 
February 27. 

The previously discussed pro- 
posal called for an independent 
Arab state in Palestine with Jews 
constituting a permanent minority.

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TRICKING THE UNFORTUNATE 

Charges that injured miners in the Appa- 
lachian coal fields are frequently defrauded of 
their just compensation claims by “operators 
and operator-controlled doctors,” demand, if 
sustained to any degree, federal investigation. 
Any official search for the truth in this case 
can only be conducted by federal authority, in- 
asmuch as the area involved includes at least 
portions of four states. 

The charges are made in the report of a 
survey made by Dr. Kingsley Roberts, medical 
director of the Bureau of Co-operative Medi- 
cine. The report, on its face, appears to be mo- 
tivated by nothing more than a desire to ex- 
pose an unjust and deplorable condition. How- 
ever, if the release of the report at this time 
has any connection with the movement to “so- 
cialize” the healing profession, the bureau it- 
self might well be the object of scrutiny. 


The bureau, it is stated, is financed by funds 
left by the late Edward A. Filene and jointly 
administered by two trustees each from the 
Good Will and Twentieth Century funds. 

Although the report places the responsibil- 
ity for frauds practiced against injured miners 
both upon the mine operators and “operator- 
controlled doctors,” Dr. Roberts specifically ex- 
onerates the physicians involved of blame when 
he says “Many of the physicians actually work- 
ing at the mines are receiving salaries far too 
small for the work they are expected to do, and 
are prevented from raising their standards 
through poverty, isolation and company domi- 
nation.” He emphasized that the evils of the 
system are due to the type of control and the 
“profits made by the coal operators and the 
contractors out of medical expenditures.” 


State laws are, it is stated, flagrantly vio- 
lated. In all states the law provides that the 
full expense of the care of a compensable in- 
jury must be borne by the employer, yet Dr. 
Roberts reports that most of the expense is 
paid for, indirectly, by the miners themselves 
by deductions from their pay checks for medi- 
cal care and hospitalization. 


The total thus extracted by the “check-off” 
method from the 122,000 miners in the area is 
placed at $6,000,000. Yet, after hundreds of in- 
terviews and visits to many hospitals, Dr. Rob- 
erts and his associates declare that much of 
this “check-off” money goes in unjustifiable 
profits to the operators and contract doctors, 
for “an unsatisfactory, disorganized type of 
medical service over which the employes have 
no control, and with which they are very much 
dissatisfied.” 


Instances are cited in support of the report’s 
conclusions. In one case, it is stated, a man 
killed in a mine by accidental discharge of ex- 
plosives was listed, on the death certificate, as 
a suicide. Another, who succumbed to injury- 
caused pneumonia three days after the acci- 
dent, was certified as dead by “natural causes.” 
In a third case death from a fractured back 
was registered as due to meningitis. A carbon- 
monoxide poisoning death resulted in loss of 
job for a physician who refused to report it as 
heart failure or stomach trouble, while a man 
who had lost an eye by an accident was cer- 
tified as “nothing wrong with him.” 

If such conditions as those described in this 
report exist, even in part, they must be rem- 
edied, regardless of what interests are involved 
and irrespective of the form of medical organi- 
gation which exists in the mine districts. 

For such practices, if true, are inhuman ex- 
amples of cruelty almost beyond belief in mod- 
ern times. The world has not advanced far 
from the days of human slavery in areas where 


such violation of ordinary human rights can 


continue unchecked.

NORMAL EMPLOYMENT 

The opinion has frequently been advanced 
that industry was loath to do its part toward 
bringing the nation back to a state of “normal 
employment.” It has often been stated, in quar- 
ters mostly political, if business would “just go 
ahead,” although the destination was never 
made exceptionally clear, recovery and normal 
employment would soon follow. 

Normal employment, however, has long been 
a matter of conjecture. To many observers 
1926 was normal; to others some other year. 
Everybody, however, has been willing to con- 
cede 1929 as far above normal; 1932 far below. 

It should occasion no doubt then, that if an 
industry employed practically as many workers 
in 1938 as in 1929 it had contributed its part 
toward bringing employment “back to normal.” 
Such is the record of one of the nation’s great- 
est industries—the steel business—according to 
data compiled by the American Iron and Steel 
Institute. 

Although the output of steel ingots in 1938 
was nearly 50 per cent below tonnage produced 
in 1929, the average number of employes on the 
pay rolls of the industry was only 3 per cent 
below the 1929 average. During 1938, 443,000 
men were employed as against 450,000 in 1929. 

In all probability other industries can show 
a similar record of employment, leaving ‘ the 
logical conclusion that a large part of the un- 
employed have been unable to find work be- 
cause of an absence of new enterprises. The 
whole nation is far behind on new business 
ventures—ventures which, in the past, easily 
absorbed the growing demand for jobs. 

Relaxation of government restrictions on 
business, now predicted, should tend to help 


employment in the old, as well as to entice 


capital into many new industries. 


PERFECT CO-OPERATION 

In all probability co-operation is the most 
misapplied and abused term in the vocabulary. 
Some are even inclined to the belief there is 
no such thing as perfect co-operation. The 
co-operative instinct is too often motivated by 
the impulse to put something over on the other 
“co-operator.” Its meaning not infrequently 
depends upon the point of view or the objec- 
tive sought. And these are too often predicated 
upon secret, partial and selfish motives, 


The Japanese, to cite one example, but not 
to indict one country in preference to another, 
appear to be exceedingly dumfounded because 
the Chinese refuse to co-operate in accomplish- 
ing what’s best for them. But the “them,” in 
this case, turns out to be the Japanese—not 
the Chinese. 


Fascists and Communists won’t co-operate. 
They represent, supposedly, two entirely differ- 
ent political and economic points of view. Mos- 
lems and Hindus won’t mix. They represent, 
supposedly, separate religious views. Oil and 
water won’t mix. They represent two distinct 
physical entities. The nearest point of simi- 
larity is they are liquid, or religious, or eco- 
nomic, or political, as the case may be. 


But put oil and water in a bottle—half and 
half. Shake them up. Fora while it is difficult 
to tell them apart. Water and oil seem as one. 
They have been thrown together in a common 
operation. Of course, they will revert to type 
later. 


There is one place where even Fascist, Com- 

munist, religionist, nationalist, may mix, may 
co-operate, may act as one, regardless of what 
they do, or think, or turn to when the job is 
finished. They may snarl at anybody with a 
different point of view; they may join cru- 
sades, they may even belong to secret orders 
sworn to expel all rivals from the country, but 
when they step upon the platform as a sym- 
phony orchestra, they leave discord on the out- 
side. They indulge in nothing but harmony, 
nothing but co-operation. Why? For the sim- 
ple reason their objective is exactly the same— 
a perfect performance. 
. The symphony orchestra demonstrates that 
all sorts and conditions of men, with varied 
political, economic and religious beliefs, can 
work together, co-operatively, when their objec- 
tive is the same. Others could emulate this 
example with profit to themselves as well as 
to their country.

THE FARMER WHO DREADS THE WASHING 
RAINS

and rivers. 

Mecklenburg farmers have come a long way 
in respect to this type of land improvement and 
conservation within recent years, but there is a 
distance yet to go before all the farming soil of 
this county shall have been wisely protected 
against extreme rains. 

It’s nothing less than silly for a landowner to 
spend about all he makes from one crop to an- 
other, and then do nothing toward saving the soil 
which he buys fertiliZer to improve from year ta 


year,

Georgia 
Again Behind. | 
However, that is beside the | 
point I want to make this morn- 
ing. Just some incidental thoughts | 
that came, unbidden. The source | 
of the column today is a report | 
recently made by the American 
Library Association on the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Library. It is 
rather shocking. 
‘The University Library is, ac- 
cording to this report, not per- 
forming the service a university 
library should, for the students. 
Other land grant institutions of 
learning in the south are far 
ahead of the place of which we 
try to be so proud, at Athens. 
For instance, the association 
states that any library at such a 


place should receive a minimum | 


of $25 per student per year, if 
it is to be reasonably adequate in 
the education scheme. At Geor- 
gia, the library receives less than 
half that amount. 

For the period 1930-38, the Uni- 
versity of Georgia has averaged 
only $27,000 per year on library 
expenditures. Yor the same pe- 
riod the University of Kentucky 
averaged $47,000 annually, the 
University of Louisiana $82,000, 
and the University of North Caro- 
lina $90,270. 

Essentials for an adequate li- 
brary which are missing at Ath- 
ens include, according to the as- 
sociation report, 11 new § staff 
members, a new library building, 
and at least double the annual ac-

quisition of books and periodi- 
cals. Other needs stressed are 
opportunities for training teacher- 
librarians for service in the state- 
supported schools, appointment of 
a teacher of library science, etc. 
Tiring of 

Criticism. 

Sometimes it becomes’ weari- 
some to be finding so many things 
to criticize in the state of affairs 
in Georgia. We Georgians seem 
to spend our time divided into pe- 
riods of boastfulness and _ self- 
criticism. Half the time we point 
with pride to our historic accom- 
plishments and great resources, 
and the other half we view with 
alarm the untold ways in which 
we have failed. 


And it isn’t so pleasant to view 
with alarm as it is to point with 
pride. 

But it does seem to me _ that 
there is nothing so important as 
the provision of adequate library 
facilities—which means _ reading 
material—for our young people 
striving to educate themselves. 
This is the root foundation of all 
human advancement and the 
gaining of both knowledge and 
culture. 


It would be tragic if Georgia 
youth, seeking such rudiments of 
education, had to turn its back on 
Georgia and go to other institu- 
tions to secure what Georgia does 
not give. 

We might all become like a cer- 
tain member of a former state 
legislature—he hasn’t been in the 
assembly body for quite some 
years—who made, in all serious- 
ness, the most frightful statement 
of belief I ever heard in a pre- 
sumably intelligent assemblage of 
responsible people. He was op- 
posing a bill to establish rural li- 
braries. And he said, “If I had 
my way, no books would be al- 
lowed in Georgia at all, except the 
Bible and the almanac.” 

And that honorable gentleman 
from some Georgia _ county, 
friends, had at one time in his 
career, been a school teacher. 

Is it any wonder, with such in- 
dividuals being elected to places 
of high responsibilities, either 
that Georgia sometimes lags or 
that onlookers sometimes grow 
discouraged?

It may be recalled that the Mos- 
covites held carnival at the ex- 
pense of certain American papers 
which had refused to accept li- 
belous advertising copy for a cer- 
tain book until the libel was cor- 
rected. This refusal was based on 
two grounds. First, the paper 
would have been financially re- 
sponsible for the libel, and second, 
decent journalism avoids false and 
scurrilous remarks about the 
neighbors. 


Constant That contrary opinion 
Ch is consistently sup- 
arge pressed in the free 
American press is the constant 
charge of the Moscovites in New 
York and Washington, and of the 
anti-American bunds of German 
and Italian Nazi-Fascists, too. 

In this case, the Worker, un- 
known to its readers, solicited as 
a paid advertisement, a statement 
of arguments against the proposed 
law to abolish chain stores, The 
business was duly awarded to the 
Worker and was then rejected be- 
cause it conflicted with the Work- 
er’s editorial views. 

However, the letter of rejection 
said, the Worker was always 
“more than happy” to run the 
regular advertising of bargains, by 
which this “robber” victimized the 
people, and boasted of its ability 
to accelerate the “robber’s” vicious 
exploitation of its readers.

“Yonder is a cotton broker, with the fluctuations of 
the market for a 10-year past all penciled on his face.” 


The remark was made in 1851, 
but the pencil is still working. It 
works upon the cotton broker and 
all others who serve the white sta- 
ple. Even those of us who believe 
that time is on cotton’s side and 
that in the long run lower produc- 
tion costs and resulting new con- 
sumption totals may give southern 
cotton another great age known 
that at this moment the outlook 
is too critical for anything but im- 
mediate action in relief. It is all 
very well to dream of tariff ad- 
justments, of lowered production

\SENATORS APPROVE 


APPROPRIATION BILL 


$39,003,000 Provided for 
TVA in Compromise $1,- 
670,000,000 Action. 


WASHINGTON, March 13. —(P) 
The senate approved a compromise 
$1,670,000,000 independent offices 
appropriation bill today carrying 
$39,003,000 for the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. 


The measure goes to the house 

for final action. 
The house originally voted a 
797,000 appropriation for the 
‘TVA, but this was increased by 
$17,206,000 in the senate. The in- 
crease will permit continuance of 
construction on a dam at Gilberts- 
ville, Ky., and the start of work 
on the Watts Bar dam 40 miles 
downstream from Knoxville on the 
Tennessee river. 

Other items in the bill include 
$3,189,000 for the National Labor 
Relations Board; $295,000,000 for 
the Civilian Conservation Corps 
and $5,370,000 for the Securities 
Commission.

Chairman Jones of Agri-, 
cultural Group Favors 
Working Out Solution 
Through Present Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—() 
Chairman Jones, Democrat, Texas, 
of the house agriculture commit- 
tee, called today for a solution of 
the cotton surplus problem within 
the framework of the present law, 
rather than through enactment of 
new, emergency legislation. 

In a statement, Jones indirectly 
placed responsibility for aiding 
the surfeited cotton industry on' 
the shoulders of Secretary Wal-! 
lace. 

“Fortunately, the present act! 
provides for handling emergency 
Situations,” Jones said, after as- 
serting that the huge 1937 crop | 
Was produced before the farm act 
became operative. 

“We can and should compete in 
the markets of the world through 
orderly marketing in a competitive 
way. This can be done with much 
less expense that some of the pro- 
posed plans would involve.” 

Over at the other end of the! 
capitol, the. senate agriculture | 
committee put the Smith surplus 
cotton bill on the senate’s calen- 
dar Saying that enactment of the 
bill Was necessary at the earliest 
possible time to “solve the pres- 
ent serious cotton situation.” 

The committee said the measure 
would “bring about a systematic 
and gradual reduction” of the ap- 
proximately 12,000,000 bales of 
cotton held by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation as security for 
loans to producers. 

“It is a type cf emergency 
measure which will improve con- 
ditions from year to year,” the 
committee said. “As the surplus is 
liquidated, the cost of the measure 
should diminish to the vanishing 
point.” 

Under the proposal cotton pro- 
ducers would be given price ad- 
justment payments of not more 
than 5 cents a pound until their 
income reached 75 per cent of 
payment, provided they did not 
borrow from the government. 

Any preducer who reduced his 
1939 acreage not less than 20 per 
cent or more than 75 per cent be- 
low his allotment and who other- 
wise complied with the soil con- 
servation program would be eli- 
gible to purchase a corresponding

A. Wallace, who has been work- 
ing on the program for’ several 
months, said that it would benefit 
all persons on work or direct re- 
lief, all needy persons certified as 
eligible for such relief but not 
actually receiving it, and persons 
receiving social security benefits 
who are in need of additional as- 
sistance. 

No effort will be made by the 
administration to fix sales prices 
or margins of profit, Wallace 
promised. He said that the plan, 
which is believed to have been 
approved by President Roosevelt. 
calls for issuance of blue and 
orange stamps to relief workers, 
who will exchange them for food 
at grocery stores at prevailing 
prices. Orange stamps will enti- 
tle the holder to any food in the 
store. Blue stamps will be good 
only for food designated as “sur- 
plus.” Such food, he said, will 
have “definite nutritive and 
health-protecting values.” 

Books of Stamps. 

Books containing both blue and 
orange stamps will be_ issued, 
Wallace explained, in denomina- 
tions of $4, $6, $8, $10, $12 and 
$15 of orange stamps, plus 50 per 
cent additional in blue _ stamps. 
Each stamp will be good for pur- 
chase of 25 cents worth of food. 

No rélief enrollee will be per- 
mitted to purchase less than $1 of 
orange stamps per person per 
week in his family, Wallace said. 
He may purchase more if he 
wishes, however. 

Orange stamps, the secretary 
continued, will be redeemed by 
the treasury through banks and 
postoffices; blue stamps will be 
cashed by the FSCC, which was 
established to dispose of farm sur- 
pluses. 

With each purchase of orange 
stamps the purchaser will receive 
free blue stamps equivalent to 
half the price paid for the orange 
stamps. Thus, a family of four 
which received $20 twice a month 
could purchase a minimum of $8 
worth of orange stamps, and 
would be given outright $4 worth 
of blue stamps which would be 
good for the purchase of surplus 
foodstuffs. If the family chose to 
purchase more than the $20 mini- 
mum, it would be: entitled to cor- 
respondingly greater benefits, be- 
cause each additional dollar ex- 
pended for orange stamps would 
bring 50 cents in free blue stamps.

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Snow Paralyzes Novthern 


Heaviest March Fall of 
the Century Blankets 
New England, Blocks 
Roads; Death Toll Is 32. 


By The Associated Press. 

One of the heaviest March 
snows of the century blocked 
highways and paralyzed shipping 
in New England yesterday. 

The storm—the worst in Massa- 
chusetts since the historic blizzard 
of 1888—left a sticky blanket of 


| snow that averaged a foot in depth 


over most of the area. Drifts 
whipped by a northeast gale 
reached a six-foot height in some 
sections. 

The fall measured 16 inches in 
Portland, Maine, more than 14 in 
Boston, 14 in Montpelier, Vt., and 
more than 11 in Providence, R. I. 

At least 10 deaths were report- 
ed. Many roads were clogged. 
Planes were grounded. More than 
60 Massachusetts schools were 
closed. Navigation approached a 
standstill in the port of Boston 
during the blow. Seventeen steam- 
ers were due but only about a 
dozen fishing craft came in. 

The storm occurred on the 5l1st 
anniversary of the blizzard that 
deposited 42 inches of snow in 
Massachusetts. 

Other states in the northern belt 
beset by snow, rain and sleet since 
Saturday counted 22 dead, raising 
the national total to 32. New York 
state reported 11 and New Jersey 
Six. 

Most of the small streams in 
midwestern flood areas receded 
after approximately 300 families 
evacuated their homes over the 
week end. Rains ceased. No more 
showers were in prospect for the 
next 24 hours at least. 

But flood warnings were issued 
for lowland residents along the 
Missouri river north and south of 
Leavenworth, Kans. High water 
which had isolated several com- 
munities in ‘east-central Illinois 
receded.

EINSTEIN SAYS HE HAS FOUND 
SOLUTION TO SCIENCE PUZZLE 


NEW YORK, March 13.—A new 
solution of one of the greatest 
mysteries of science, a single law 
to explain all the phenomena of 
the material universe, has been 
found by Professor Albert Ein- 
stein. 

He announced this today in an 
interview, on the eve of his 60th 
birthday, with his friend, L. E. 
Levick, New York newspaperman 
and member of the National As- 
sociation of Science Writers. 

Einstein calls the mystery the 
unified field theory. It aims to 
bring together gravitation, mag- 
netism and matter under one “uni- 
fying mathematical concept.” 

For four years, since leaving 
Germany a voluntary exile, he has 
been working on this problem at 
the institute for advanced study at 
Princeton University. The study 
began 20 years ago, when “rela- 
tivity” was finished, and before it 
is complete Einstein hopes to be 
an American citizen. 

He does not make public the na- 
ture of his announced discovery. 
But its main outlines are known to 
science generally. 

“The mathematical constructions 
for a unified field theory devised 
by me heretofore,” he said, “have 
not stood the test of experience. A 
year ago I discovered a new solu- 
tion and I am now engaged with 
two collaborators in developing the 
results to a point where they could 
be checked with experimental 
facts.” 

Einstein a year ago, with Leo- 
pold Infeld, published a_ book, 
which pointed out that scientists 
have believed of late in two real- 


ities in the material universe. 


These he said were matter and 
“field.” Field means the fields of 
gravitation, magnetism and elec- 
tricity. 

In the book he asserted that now 
“field” is the only reality left. 
Support for this subordination of 
matter is found in physical ex- 
periments indicating that solid 
matter may be only radiation in 
a changed form, that all matter is 
made of particles which seem to 
be nothing but’ bits of electricity, 
and a few experiments where rays 
have been detected changing 
themselves from radiation into 
solid particles. 


In the attempt to unify these 
“fields” which seem to permeate 
everywhere, gravitation has been a 
chief missing link. It has no yet 
measurable waves like electricity; 
it does not come and go like mag- 
netism. Another gap is the link| 
between relativity and quantum 
theory. The latter shows that im- 
material things like energy and 
light are really made up of sep- 
arate particles. 

Science has been compelled to 
accept as a fact an incredible sit- 
uation, in which immaterial waves 
are sometimes particles, and where 


apparently real particles are some- | 


times waves. Experiments proved 
this contradiction. A ‘“unfied”’ 
theory might explain. 

If the “law” Einstein seeks is 
found it may also supply a better 
understanding of the link between 
mind and matter. For it deals with 
a non-material world as much as 
with the material. 


Federal Grand Jury Here Charged 
For First Time on Wage-Hour Law 


Labor Agency Reported Investigating and Preparing 
Cases for Consideration; Judge Underwood Assails 
Evils of Harsh Treatment, Severe Penalties. 


Violation of the wage-hour pro- 
visions of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards act of 1938 were mentioned 
in a charge to a_ federal grand 
jury here for the first time yester- 
day by Federal Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood. 

While no infractions of the new 
law in the jurisdiction of Judge 
Underwood’s court have been of- 
ficially reported, it was understood 
that the Atlanta office of the De- 
partment of Labor agency has 
been investigating and preparing 
cases to present to the court in 
the near future. 

The new grand jury convened 
yesterday coincident with the 
opening of the March term of the 
United States district court, and 
returned 17 indictments during the 
day. Robert L. Foreman Sr., 
prominent insurance executive, 
was appointed foreman. 

In his charge, the judge empha- 
sized the administration of crim- 
inal law, telling the jurors that 
harsh treatment and severe penal- 
ties imposed by the courts have 
been a great handicap in the de- 
velopment of a wise and human 
administration of the law. 

“The effectiveness of severe 
penalties as a deterrent to crime 
is greatly exaggerated,” the judge 
said, explaining that such penal- 
ties, motivated by. revenge and 


punishment tended to defeat the | 


ends of the crminal process. 


Heavy penalties, he pointed out, | 


usually operate to create such a 
vindictive spirit in the criminal | 
that his readjustment to society on | 


his release is practically impossi- | 


ble. He said authoritative statis- | 
tics showed that 44 per cent of| 
the persons jailed during 1938 had 
previous criminal records. 

“Society,” Judge Underwood 
stated, “has been hesitant and ter- 
ribly ‘slow in adopting a system | 
better than the one that fails to} 
reform, and sends back into crime | 
more than half of those subjected | 
to its treatment.” 

It is the duty of society, he said, |

THE CASE OF STROUPE. 

It is held unconstitutional to deny a person a right to make 
a living. And yet it seems, in the case of Winslow Stroupe, 
the young pitcher who quit school and signed a baseball con- 
tract to play with the Atlanta Crackers because he and his family 
needed the money, that Kenesaw M. Landis, high commissioner 
of baseball, is doing just that in voiding the contract of Stroupe. 

n signing a contract with Atlanta, Stroupe strcssed 
the necessity of leaving the American Legion sandlot pro- 
gram. Quitting school was proof enough that he had to 

do something for himself and family in a financial way. 

And his ability was such, as a baseball pitcher, that 
he could earn enough money to more than make both 
ends meet. Now all this is denied him by Judge Landis. 

A family which was in accord on his desire to enter pro- 
fessional baseball has no rights in the matter. Stroupe is re- 
turned to amateur standing, he has no job and what the future 
holds, naturally, is unknown. 

I suppose if Stroupe had gone to work in a grocery store 
or had engaged in a job of some other nature which compelled 
him to give up baseball, that would be all right. 

Funny thing about the whole case is that there is no 
written rule in baseball concerning it. It seems that i in 
the 1928-1 930 meeting periods the minors and majors 
were at variance on ages and a definite rule applicable 
to all boys was not adopted, but it was understood that 
no Legion player was to be signed until he had passed 
the Legion’s age limit. 

Well, that was 10 years ago and baseball’s rules 
show none of it. 

The point is that, regardless of the so-called understanding, 
the Atlanta Baseball Corporation would be in the wrong if it had 
persuaded Stroupe to leave the American Legion program. 

But it was Stroupe’s desire. It was his family’ s de- 
sire. The Atlanta club naturally is interested in good 
young players. He needed the money for livelihood. 
Hence, the ruling seems just a bit unfair. And, perhaps, a 

trifle unconstitutional. 

For, after all, it is denying a person a right to make a living. 
Stroupe, who will be 17 in April, is a minor, but his folks cer- 
tainly are not. :

PASSED LEGION 
AGE LIMIT OF 16 


No Club May Contract 
Prospect Until He’s 17, 
Rules Commissioner.

ceased to be within the Legion’s 
age limit. Because of this variance, 
a definite rule applicable to all 
boys was not adopted; but it was 
understood that no Legion player 
was to be signed until he had 
passed the Legion’s age limit. 
DECLARED VOID. 


“IT am obliged, therefore, to 
notify you that Player Stroupe’s 
contract with Atlanta must be, and 
hereby is, declared void. Normal- 
ly, a prohibition against his sign- 
ing with Atlanta even after he be- 
comes eligible for signing would 
be added. In the presertt instance, 
that is omitted because it appears 
you were ignorant of this non- 
eligibility of Legion players for 
professional baseball until the end 
of their Legion eligibility. I be- 
lieve, however, that upon reflec- 
tion you will realize that it would 
be an impossible and intolerable 
situation for our clubs to inju- 
riously affect Legion baseball by 
taking away its eligible players 
and thereby discredit the financial 
and other assistance we extend to 
the Legion’s baseball program. 

“TI hope the voiding of this con- 
tract will restore Stroupe’s Amer- 
ican Legion eligibility; but if not, 
he still may not be contacted by 
Atlanta or any other club, di- 
rectly or indirectly, until he passes 
the Legion’s age limit.” 

DESIRED TO SIGN. 

It was Stroupe’s desire to sign 
with Atlanta. Necessity for mak- 
ing a living caused him to quit 
school with«the approval of his 
parents. He had decided to forego 
his last year of Legion ball. And 
his ability as a pitcher was such 
that he could earn a good living in 
organized ball. 

The Atlanta club, therefore, can 
not be accused of “meddling.” 
Stroupe was signed at his, and his 
parent’s, desire.

The fifth federal circuit court, 
from which the government ap- 
pealed, ruled that the automobile 
finance company had sufficiently 
complied with the law requiring 
investigation of the prospective 
purchaser.
